Hastings, near Napier was dcvcstated 
by the quake and subscqucnl con- 
flagration. Several persons were kill- 
ed in the collapse of the Roach build- 
lOiH »«nd five women 
died" when an 


apartment house collapsed. At Hast- 
ings the death toll will probably be 
more than one hundred. 


While rescue ships arc on the way 


to the stricken area, no definite re- 
ports arc otbainnble.

Among these ques- 
tions are itemized statement of all in- 
debtedness, amount 
of 
crop to be 


planted in 1931. and 
also 
itimized 


statement of crops produced in both 
1929 arid 1930. If the farmer has these 
things in good, form before coming to 
fite his application he can save much 
time for himself and committee. 


'Blanks will be available this week 


and local farmers are urged to make 
their applications early. A room over 
Nelson's store will be used as an of- 
fice for this work 
at Blevins and 


someone will be there to help farm- 
ers with their blanks every day this 
week except Wednesday. Blanks will 
also be available at McCaskill. 


Mr. Stephens urged that local farm- 


ers not attempt to secure the maxi- 
mum of stipulated loans per acre. He 
suggested they run upon a basis of 
53.00 per acre for corn, ?4.00 for cot- 
ton, $12.50 for cantaloupes, $15.00 for 
tomatoes and ?30.00 per horse for feed. 
For he pointed out. it is much better 
to plan on smaller scale than to have 
ones askings refused or greatly reduc- 
ed by the committee.

Should Be Gathered Oft- 


en, Graded and Kept at 


Even Temperature 


Eggs that are being sold for hatch- 


ing purposes should be gathered sev- 
eral times a day. Good eggs often- 
times become podr hatching eggs sim- 
ply1 because they attrnot gathered be- 
fore ' they- get 'chilled in the nest. '• • ' 


When eggs are gathered, they should 


be graded, and those of uniform type, 
shape, size, and color saved. For the 
most part these egg qaulities are 'in- 
herited! so you will want to avoid 
setting or selling for hatching pur- 
rioses off-colored, 
misshapen, small 


eggs or eggs with shell imperfections. 
. To Hold hatching eggs, keep them in 
a room .where you can maintain a 
temperature of 50 'to 55 degrees. If 
the temperature is below 50 degrees, 
the germ is apt to get chilled, while 
if the eggs are held in a temperature 
above 55 degrees, there is danger 'of 
the 
germ 
starting to develop. In 


either case, it proves to be a direct in- 
jury when the eggs are incubated. 


The fresher the eggs can be placed 


in 
an 
incubator, the better. They 


should not be held over ten days at 
the most because the hatching quality 
decreases rapidly after the tenth day. 
When holding hatching eggs, it is a 
goccl policy to turn them once a day. 


There is no .one 
cause 
for 
poor 


hatches. It may be any one or a com- 
bination 
of 
improper 
handling of 


hatching eggs, faulty incubation, and 
poor nutrition. • Breeders should 
be 


properly nourished through the win- 
ter months. They ought to be in good 
condition and in good health when 
the hatching season starts.

Chicks Need a Hard 
Acid-Insoluble Grit 


Limestone Grit Dissolved 


Before Performing 
. 


Its Duty 


There has been a difference of opin- 


ion as to the necessity of grit and 
types of grit to feed. Years ago poul- 
trymen fed a granit grit; then scien- 
tists discovered the .value of direct 
sunlight in the assimilation of min- 
erals, and in their eagerness to sup1*- 
ply an abundance of calcium in the 
cation recommended 
limestone grit. 


The real purpose for, feeding grit was 
forgotten. 
v 


Limestone grit is readily soluble in 


acid. With the presence of hydroch- 
loric acid in the stomach, a limestone 
grit is dissolved before it can be of 
any assitance in breaking down of the 
feed so the digestive juices can work 
on it properly. Lack of proper grind- 
ing material is apt to result in certain 
types of paralyses, diarrhea, toe pick- 
ing, cannibalism, feather eating, slow 
growth and poor feathering. 


Chicks need a hard, rough, acid-in- 


soluble, granite grit. If you are not 
sure of the kind of grit you are feed- 
ing, 
put a fewpieces of it in a glass 


of vinegar. If, after a few minutes, 
bubbles continue to rise, it is lime- 
stone and should not be used as grit. 


If you want the chicks to grow rap- 


idly and evenly, be well feathered, 
and not eat each other up, keep gen- 
uine 
grit 
available. By sprinkling 


grit over the mash each morning the 
chicks are sure to get what they need 
in the way of grit.
